It is suggested that eventually 
there must be a rotation of crops, bet- 
ter cultivation, and the feeding o: 


livestock to permit of a permanently 


profitable system of agriculture. Such 
ja system will introduce humus and 
| nitrogen into the soil to keep up its 
| fertility and prevent soil drifting and 
will control the weeds. 

Under existing conditions, the prac- 
| tical way to do this seems to be by 
' growing sweet clover in a two year 
| rotation with grain, with usually some 
utilization of sweet clover, hay and 
pasture to feed sheep, cattle and hogs. 
This does not displace grain from first 
place, but furnishes a means of increas- 
ing yields and gradually adding live- 
stock to the farm produition. 
| There are about 900 resident farmers 
on the water right lands, and they 
have about 11,200 horses, 9,600 cattle, 
9,000 swine, 2,200 sheep and 53,000 
poultry. It would be very desirable 
,t greatly increase this livestock if it 
| can be done at a profit and cheap 
feed as suggested above is one im- 
portant essential, leading in the desir- 
ed direction, —R.S.S.
